Where we are lacking most in n adjusting 
ourselves to the changes that the war will 
have to enforce behind the lines: _We are 
net utilizing the potential energy as it 
-ovight to be used, We are not showing the 
adaptability that is needed in the way of 
putting. nonmilitary energy in the places 
of men called-to-the-colors;
